WHEREAS, the policies and practices of apartheid in South Africa 
denies meaningful democratic participation in the political process 
for the majority of the population; and 

WHEREAS, the policies and practices of apartheid in South Africa 
consigns the mass of the South African citizenry to lives of economic 
and educational deprivation; and 

WHEREAS, the policies and practices of apartheid in South Africa 
denies black citizens of South Africa the right to travel within the 
boundaries of their own country; and 

WHEREAS, the policies and practices of apartheid in South Africa 
permits the government to confiscate private property legally owned by 
black South Africans; and 

WHEREAS, the policy and practice of apartheid is repugnant to the 
moral and political values of democratic and free societies, and runs 
counter to the policy of the United States which promotes democratic 


governments throughout the world and its respect for human rights; 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FORT WAYNE INDIANA urges Indiana Senators Lugar and Quayle to vote 
in support of Senate Bill No. 635, also known as the "Anti-Apartheid 
Act of 1985", a bill expressing the opposition of the United States 


to the system of apartheid in South Africa.
